MOSCOW, Thursday. — Reuter’s 
Correspondent states that north-west 
of Stalingrad Marshal Timoshenko 
has driven another step nearer the 
city, and Soviet guns:are now in a 
position to dominate a wide expanse 
of steppe between the Don and the 
Volga. Inside the city the defenders 
have beaten off all attacks on the 
industrial suburbs. Three sectors of 
the factory belt were attacked during 
the day, but without result, and 
the German onslaught has slowed 
down. 

“In the last forty-eight hours,” 
says the correspondent, “the Ger- 
mans have made six large attacks, 
each involving 30 tanks and from 
one to two thousand men. After 
pressing the defenders back to the 
walls of a large factory the Germans 
were forced to withdraw te their 
starting point. They are now await- 
ing reinforcements, which have to be 
brought across the Don, through the 
region which is being more and more 
heavily threatened by Red Army 
pressure from the north-west.’’ 

“ There is no further news of the 
Russian attack launched from the 
south, where it appears that the 
Germans have been firmly pinned 
down. The weather is rapidly 
deteriorating. In some places snow 
has already fallen, but it is not 
holding yet- 

“ Fighting on the Mozdok front 
has reached a stalemate. The Ger- 
mans, forced to bring munitions and 
supplies for miles across muddy 
wastes and dangerous mountain 
gorges, are faced with a serious 
problem. An equally = difficult 
a is the German attempt to 

reak through to the Black Sea 
coast south-east of Novorosstsk. The 
Germans have for the last ten days 
thrown in large forces in this sector. 
Tanks cannot be used on a mass 
scale, but the Luftwaffe is concen- 
trating on the task of wrecking the 
roads along which Soviet reserves 
are brought up.” 


SOVIET GAINS 


LONDON, Thursday.—The German 
High Command, in a statement to- 
night, said that north-west of Stalin- 
grad, after heavy artillery prepara- 
tion, and concentrating strong 
infantry forces and tanks on a narrow 
front, the Russians penetrated the 
forward German positions, but 
before they could take advantage of 
this success a German reserve bat- 
talion was brought up and fought its 
way forward until it reached again 
the main fighting line, which was 
held firmly against all further 
attacks. Russian troops who had 
perietrated the German lines in 
neighbouring sectors were annihilated 
in close-range fighting, so that the 
German main line was again 
recaptured in its full length. 

The statement said that in Stalin- 
grad itself mopping-up operations 
continued in the northern part of the 
city, and the front line was shortened

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DOCKERS’ STRIKE 
IN DUBLIN 


a 


EMBERS of the Irish cattle 
trade are extremely 
anxious about a strike which has 
taken place at the Dublin port 
and at the failure yesterday even- 
ing jof an attempt to settle it. 
Though most of ‘the cattle bought 
for export at Wednesday’s market 


place, there have been in recent 
weeks a. ship leaving daily and 
sometimes two ships in a day. 
_ “‘ At a time like this,” said one 
importer, ‘‘it cannot be expected 
that ships will be kept waiting 
indefinitely at one port. If the 
strike is not settled these boats may 
be. sent elsewhere, and once -the 
service has been interrupted it may 
bo difficult to get it resumed. The 
members of the cattle trade will all 
be very glad to see this dispute 
settled.” 


CAUSE OF TROUBLE 


The dispute, which involves hun- 
dreds of dockers, began on Wednes- 
day, when a British and Irish --essel 
berthed on the North Wall, instead 
of the South Wall, the usual place. 
The dockers on the south side of the 
Liffey claimed that they were 
entitled to unload the boat. A 
strike followed on both the north 
and south sides. A settlement of 
this matter was brought about, and 
the vessel sailed on Wednesday 
night, but further trouble arose 
when the men claimed a full day’s 
pay. There is a guaranteed day’s 
pay for dockers in Dublin, even if 
their work entails only a matter of 
hours. 

Two British and Irish Company’s 
boats that arrived at the port yes- 
terday, and should have left last 
night with cattle, were held up. 


CONFERENCE FAILS 


A conference last night failed to 
effect a settlement, the men insist- 
ing on being paid a day’s wages. 
Three unions are involved in the 
dispute—the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, the Port 
Workers’ Union, and the Irish 
Workers’ Union. 

Union officials told a reporter last 
night that they regarded the dispute 
as ‘‘ very serious.” 


AIR BATTLES OVER 
EGYPT 


LONDON, Thursday. — To-day’s 
Italian and German communiqués 
told of a big air battle on the 
Egyptian front on Tuesday.

Long range fighters attacking targets 
between Gambut and atruh. 
Patrol lorries were blown up and 
parked vehicles left smoking. Two 
ammunition lorries exploded and a 
considerable number of casualties are 
believed to have been inflicted.”’ 
German Radio reported to-night 
that in a surprise attack south of El 
Alamein yesterday German bombers 
destroyed three armoured cars and 
heavily damaged three others, while 
five special type motor lorries were 
set on fire, and light German bombers 
attacked an airfield near Alexandria. 
— (Reuter.)

MARSHAL PETAIN’S CALL 


VICHY, Thursday. — Admiral 
Darlan, French Commander-in-Chief, 
read a message from Marshal Pétain 
over Dakar Radio to-day, which 
stated: ‘‘By your daily efforts to 
succour metropolitan France for 
more than two years you have 
demonstrated your devotion to the 
unity of the Empire. This devotion 
you proved so magnificently in 
September, 1940, when, attacked 
without cause, you offered a vic- 
torious resistance, of which unhappy 
France still has a right to be proud,

answer as you gave in September,

BOYS’ - DEPUTATION

- EVERAL Dublin schoolboys 
S called on the Minister for 
Finance, at Leinster House, 


Dublin, yesterday, to ask him to re- 
duce the price of “ comics.’’ 

The high price of papers, such 
as the Hotspur, Beano, and Dandy, 
was the concern of the deputation— 
all under 12 years of age—which 
was composed of Masters Matthew 
B. Russell, ‘Walter and Michael Ben- 
nett, Adrian Murray Hayden, Gar- 
rett Minch and Peter Lemass. As 
the Minister was, unfortunately, 
unable to be present, the deputation 
is to meet him to-day at 4.50 p.m. 

Worrying these boys, and, pre- 
sumably, all boys and most girls, 
is the fact that they have to pay 
3d. for papers marked ‘‘ 2d.”’ and 
4d. for those mafked ‘‘ 3d."" The 
members of the deputation consider 
that they have been grossly over- 
charged, and require, in addition to 
a Government guarantee of cheaper 
‘‘ comics,’’ a refund of all the pennies 
which they have been overcharged 
since the prices rose. The result of 
the deputation will be eagerly awaited 
by every juvenile in the country. 
The deputation arose out of a 
chance remark by a schoolboy to the 
Minister at a dinner party. ‘‘ Send 
me in a deputation,’’ invited Mr. 
O'Kelly, and, in his mail next morn- 
ing, found the following letter :— 
“ Dear Mr, O’Kelly,—Myself and 
the boys in my class at Xavier 
Schools, Donnybrook, don’t like the 
high price of comics, and would you 
lease accept a deputation ?—Signed, 
Matthew Burgo Russell. 

On arrival at Leinster House 
yesterday they were told by Mr. 
Sean O'Donovan, the Minister's 
secretary, that the deputation would 
be received to-day. 

“I spend about 9d. a week on 
comics,’’ Master Russell told our 
reporter at Government Buildings 
yesterday, “and the price is too 
high.” : 
All the members of the deputation 
carried “ comics,’ among which were 
noticeable the Knockout and Slick 
Fun, and our reporter was shown 
titles such as “ Terror of the Grey 
Horde” and “Jimmy  Jingler’s 
Tape.” These shoolboys regard the 
situation as a serious one, and it 1s 
expected that they will ne oe 
pressure to bear en the Minister 
to-day.

DUBLIN EVACUATION 
' PLANS 
PROVIDING FOR 160,000 


Plans for a welfare organisation, 
which, in the event of the evacua- 
tion of Dublin becoming necessary, 
would cater for possibly as many as 
160,000 refugees in the reception 
areas are being hammered out by 
executives of the Irish Branch of 
the Red Cross Society and Parish 
Councils. 

The scheme envisages the setting 
up of committees in each reception 
area with the object of making the 
districts which would receive 
evacuees as far as possible self- 
contained units dependent on their 
own resources and wholly dependent 
on local leadership. It is sponsored 
by the Department of efence, 
which will provide the necessary 
State stimulus. 

Representatives of the Red Cross 
Society, billeting officers, of the 
Parish Councils, and of the L.S.F., 
heard Mr, Sean Moylan, Parliamen- 
tary Secretary, speak on the subject 
in the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, 
yesterday. He spoke of the limits 
within which State action would be 
effective, the need for humanitarian 
voluntary effort, and the great ciffi- 
culties attendant on evacuation. He 
observed that possibly out of the 
plans of the committees for recrea- 
tion so badly needed in the country 
there might develop a scheme on the 
basis of which the State would 
succssfully be asked to take action. 
Assurances that the difficulties of 
the scheme would be tackled with 
energy were given on behalf of the 
Red Cross Society by Mr. Justice 
C. Maguire, and Mr. C. Flinn, repre, 
senting the Advisory Committee o 
the Dublin City and G@ounty Con- 
ference Parish Councils.

FEWER DENTAL 
STUDENTS 


DANGER TO NEW 
SCHEMES

dental practice in g 

Irish town.” This is the kind of 
advertisement which, if it ap- 
peared in an Irish newspaper, 
would attract few and possibly no 
inquiries, according to members 
of the profession. The reason is 
the paucity of newly qualified 
dentists coming on che Dental 
Board Register. 

Those concerned with the recruit- 
ment for the profession are per- 
turbed by the small numbers of 
students it is attracting. This 
session, for example, only 16 new 
students have presented themselves 
at the Dublin Dental Hospital, 
where the dental students of Uni- 
versity College, Trinity College, and 
the College of Surgeons go for their 
practical work. This is not enough 
to replace those leaving dental prac- 
tice through death or retirement, 
which is about twenty-five per 


ear. 
Neither does it make provision for 
the coming into operation of new 
dental service schemes. The pro- 
jected National Health Insurance 
scheme, for example, would provide 
for regular dental treatment for 
about half a million people, very 
few of whom ever see a dentist 
under present conditions. 


DECLINING ENTRIES 

The number of students entering 
this year has been exceptionally 
low. Usually it is ‘between 25 and 
30, almost all of whom eventually 
qualify as dentists... This number, 
according to a member of the staff 
of the Dental Hospital, has shown 
scarcely any increase for the last 
25 years. Yet prior to 1928, in 
addition to the 50 or 30 students 
— ing through taking university 
egrees, there were also numbers 
taking up the practice after having 
served as dental mechanics or in 
some other way having acquired some 
knowledge of dentistry. This source 
of recruitment for the profession 
has been stopped since 1928, and 
has not been compensated for by an 
increase in the number entering the 
recognised dental schools. 

A senior member of the profession 
said that, in his opinion, the 
numbers at present being qualified 
would not be sufficient to provide 
dental service on the existing scale, 
and would fall far short of what 
would be required if the new dental 
benefits schemes came into opera- 
tion. 

Asked if all the members of the 
} profession thought that too few 
dentists were qualifying, our 
informant said he thought that some 
dentists would say that it was diffi- 
cult enough to earn a good: living, 
and that there were quite enough 
entering the profession. But in the 
face of the figures for new students 
and the prospects of a sharply in- 
creasing demand for dental service, 
he did not see how this opinion 
could be maintained. 


EIGHTEENS CALLED UP 


Many men of 18 years of age will

“UNHEARD-OF METHOD” 


Mr. Roe (who was instructed by 
Mr. C. H. Maidment) said that the 
method of collecting the deer, with 
a view to thinning the herd in the 
Park, was shocking. stupid and 
cruel. They were driven into a 
corral and left there over night. The 
inevitable result, as any one of ex- 
perience should have known, was 
that such a mixed herd of does, 


fawns and bucks, would become 
frightened and start milling round, 
thereby injuring themselves. On 


the morning after the corraling it 
was found that some of the deer had 
fortunately escaped, but one fawn 
had been gored and was found dead 
with a hole in her side, and two 
others each had a foreleg broken. 
The two with their legs broken 
were found about 8.30 on the morn- 
ing of the 4th, but were left limp- 
ing about until 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon before they were shot. 
The method of thinning out the deer 
adopted was stupid and hitherto 
unheard of. The correct method 
would have been to send expert 
shots among the herd in the Park. 
That. would not frighten the deer. 
The shooting of the deer in the 
corral, it was submitted, was a 
horrifying procedure and caused 
cruelty to the rest of the herd to 
see the bucks killed in this way. 
The two men first brought in were 
undoubtedly good shots, but in the 
evening another gentleman was 
brought in as a “shot.” His per- 
formance, counsel said, was appal- 
lingly bad—so bad that the two 
others asked Mr. Ahern to call this 
man off. Eight deer received three 
shots apiece before being killed. 


THE KILLINGS 


John Flanagan, Inspector, 
N.S.P.C.A., said he was not pre- 
sent at the corralling of the deer 
on the evening of the órd Septem- 
ber, but went there on the follow- 
ing morning at about 8.30. He saw 
a humber of deer in the corral. 
They were ma up and down, 
some of them striking against the 
side of the corral and some against 
the gate at the top end where they 
had come in. e saw one fawn 
lying dead outside the corral. There 
was a hole in its side into which | 
he put his finger. The wound, in 
his opinion, had been caused by the 
horn of a buck. He saw another 
fawn lying inside the corral, and 
when it got up he knew from the 
way it was. limping that its left 
front leg was broxen. He noticed 
another fawn also limping about 
with the right foreleg also broken. 

He got one of Mr. Ahern’s men to 
shoot both these animals at about 3 
o’clock. This was the third man 
brought in to do the shooting in the! 
afternoon. He saw this man shoot 
at a buck, which merely shook its 
head and moved a little. The man 
fired a second shot, but the buck 
again only shook its head. At the 
third shot the buck dropped dead. 
This man said he was a first-class 
shot, and had taken a prize for 


shooting in the L.D.F. Eighty-four | 


They were shot in batches of about 
twelve, and the bodies were dragged 
outside the corral, dressed and hung 
up for removal. 


“ NUISANCE VALUE” 


Cross-examined by Mr. C. 
McGonagle, solicitor, who appeared 
for the defence, Inspector Flanagan 
said he was not aware that in normal 
times it was not unusual to find deer 
in the Park suffering from such 
injuries as broken leg or broken 
neck. He had never heard of a deer 
being found impaled on the railings 
of the Zoological Gardens, nor of 
deer being found in emaciated con- 
dition, or having been worried by 
dogs or injured by ‘cars. He had 
never seen such a case, and had 
never received ahy complaint. He 
admitted it could be péssible that 
the fawns with the brdken legs he 
had seen could have mgt with these 
se before going info the corral. 

hen the question of adjourning 
the case was raised, Mr. McGonagle 
submitted that these summonses were 
of nuisance value only; they were 
not bona fide, and, as such, he 
wanted to get rid of them as soon as 
possible, as his client was being 
seriously embarrassed. 

The further hearing was adjourned 
to Sth November, at 10.30 a.m. 


NO CHANGE IN SOLOMONS 


WASHINGTON, Thursday. — The 
United States Navy Department 
announced to-night that there have 
been no material changes in the 
military situation in the Solomon 
Islands. v 

The communiqué states :—‘‘ South 
Pacific.—No report of any material 
change in the military situation in 
the Solomon Islands has been re- 
ceived. On October 20 minor enemy 
thrusts against the western flank 
of our troop positions on Guadal- 
canal were repulsed. During the 
night of October 20-21 an enem 
bomber was shot down over Guadal- 
canal by anti-aircraft fire. “Our air- 
craft continue active, seeking out 
and bombing enemy troop and 
supply concentrations on Guadal- 
canal Island.’’—(Reuter.) 


NEW GUINEA BATTLE 


LONDON, Thursday. — Reuter 
states: ‘“Jananese troops are putting 
up their etiffest resistance as the 
Australian troops are nearing the 
Japanese supply base at Kokoda, 
now less -than twelve miles away. 
Heavy fighting raged during the day 
and night south of Eora Creek 
village, in the Owen Stanley range, 
}as the Japanese tried unsuccessfully 
to ward off the Australian attack. 
From cleverly concealed jungle posts 
they rained heavy fire from mortars 
and machine-gun fire. The Austra- 
lians only gained “the position by a 
frontal attack: after their outflanking 
movements had failed. Japanese

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“And Men Decay” 


The greater part of two centuries 
has passed since Goldsmith 
pictured the fate of a countryside 
in which ‘wealth accumulates 
and men decay.’’ During those 
two centuries Ireland has encoun- 
tered many intermittent periods 
of modest wealth and extreme 
poverty ; but since the “ hungry 
forties’’—when men had multi- 
plied and wealth had decayed— 
the tide of emigration from the 
coutttryside has continued to flow. 
With the advent of self-govern- 
ment came the hope and belief 
that the tide at last had turned, 
and that a new and better day had 
dawned for rural pursuits. The 
Census returns of 1936 brought 
disillusionment, relieved by the 
news that the tide had been 
checked, though not reversed. 
Comforted by that assurance, the 
superficial student of national 
economics felt that there was no 
further need for serious worry 


; | aboút population problems. What, 


however,. was the underlying and 
the vitally important, fact? It was 
merely that rural emigration had 
found its way into new channels, 
Dublin and other cities and towns 
had absorbed 150,000 emigrants 
from rural areas, and thereby had 
added materially to the already 
exigent housing and poverty 
problems of thirty years ago. 
Emigration from the countrysides 
to urban surroundings ‘at home 
and abroad had remained un- 
checked. To-day it presents the 
fundamental problem which must 
be faced and solved as the basis 
of plans for post-war reconstruc- 
tion. Even more serious in their 
bearing on future developments 


recollections, now presented, in an 
admirably simple and striking 
form, by the National Planning 
Conference in its most recent 
“ Information Bulletin.” These 
facts—which are summarised in 
this issue—are disturbing, inas- 
much as they forecast a continua- 
tion, if not an acceleration, of the 
downward drift of our rural 
populations. Among the more 
significant of the Bulletin’s re- 
minders—presented in diagrams, 
tables and extracts from official 
commentaries—are those which 
recall that the rural population 
under 35 years of age declined by 
368,000 during the years 1901 ‘o 
1936, while people of 55 and 
upwards increased by. 91,000. 
Here is clear evidence of steady 
processes of declining powers of 
reproduction and senile decay— 
processes which are emphasised by 
the official comment that ‘‘ the 
percentage of persons unmarried 
at the younger ages are the highest 
in the world,” and that, within 
the ten years prior to 1936, “in 
rural areas the number of 
children under 15 decreased by 
78,000.”’ 

These unpalatable facts must be 
accepted as the basis from which 
to approach the preparation of 
plans for any balanced scheme of 
post-war reconstruction. If the 
National Planning Conference 
succeeds only in driving their 
significance home to the public 
mind, it will have rendered valu- 
able service. The Conference, how- 
ever—with the Government’s 
warm approval, and the support 
of leading bodies of experts—has 
set its hand to far more formid- 
able efforts to prepare the public 
mind for far-reaching and inevit- 
able departures from to-day’s 
beaten paths. Having adminis- 
tered the necessary cold douche, 
its members refuse to take the 
view that rural _ disorders, 
“though deeply-seated and of 
long standing,” are incapable of 
remedy.  Alrealy several groups 
of specialists are busy with works 
of research and consultation, 4s 
preliminaries to next year’s 
National Planning Exhibition. 
Pending the outcome of such 
surveys, the Conference appears 
to be committed only to one 
positive proposal. © Following the 


Government of Northern Ireland 
to make planning a national 
responsibility, and the British 
Government’s expert advisers to 
reach the same broad conclusion, 
the Conference takes the view that 
a central planning authority, 
with regional ramifications, must 
be established as the first step to 
the development of any effective 
plan for rural resuscitation. 
With that conclusion this news- 
paper is in full agreement. As 
to the details of any such plan, 
there will be ample scope for 
differences of view and earnest 
discussion. The only essential 
condition is that it shall be based 
on realities, and that it shall be 
at once comprehensive, balanced, 
and conceived without undue 
regard to particular interests or 
traditions. If we were to 
anticipate, we would express the 
hope that—following the recom- 
mendations of Lord Justice 
Scott’s and Mr. Justice Utth- 
watt’s expert committees to the 
British Government—it may be 
found possible to provide every 
rural homestead with supplies of 
electric current and, piped water, 
and to enable Dublin and other 
local authorities to plan and 
extend their boundaries, free from 
the tortuous procedure and 
penalties which now encourage 
overcrowding and excessive ground 
rents. We mention these matters 
only to illustrate practical lines 
of approach to the solution of a 
wide variety of problems which 
must be studied and co-related as 
ingredients in any hopeful plan 
for national development. ‘Po 
bring such elements into their 
true perspective, and to relate 
them to post-war national policies 
which yet are indiscernible, are 
tasks which well may appear 
beyond the wit of man., Yet, we 
are convinced that the spade work 
of the National Planning Con- 
ference must bear useful fruit in 
the coming days of stresy and 
uncertainty.

The modern child 
who receives a ‘‘ Saturday penny ”’ 
cannot do very much with it until 
he receives another one to add to 
it. In other ways, too, the child 
of to-day finds life a far more 
serious affair than it seemed to a 
child" of some twenty years ago. 
Apart altogether from the dangers 
of possible bombardment, and the 
more positive evils of wartime, the 
various shortages of such com- 
modities ag petrol, coal and fancy 
foods, mean that he, or she, will 
grow “up. in a Spartan atmosphere 
which older children never ex- 
perienced. Children nowadays 
must also amuse themselves n 
whatever way they can; for the 
toys of to-day are scarce, expen- 
sive and inferior. Neither the 
materials nor the labour can be 
spared from essential wartime 
industries to provide the children 
with the elaborate model railways 
and motor cars that were on sale 
in the few years immediately 
before the war, while the raw 
materials necessary for the manu- 
facture of dolls is so valuable that 
it makes these essential toys very 
difficult to obtain. Not only that, 
but the few inferior toys which are 
available to-day are so expensive 
that they must be beyond the 
pockets of most ordinary families, 
especially in times like the 
present, when every household 
necessity costs many times its pre- 
war price. Some effort is being 
made in Great Britain at the 
present time to put an end to 
what has been described as “ the 
toy racket’’ before the coming 
festive season, but if we ara to 
judge from reports in the news- 
papers, they do not seem to have 
achieved any marked success. 
Mr. Craven Griffiths, Secretary 
of the North Midlands Price 
Regulation Committee, recently 
gave details of the exorbitant 
prices which his inspectors found 
were being charged for toys of 
inferior quality. He quoted the 
following prices: Dolls, 15s. 11d. 
to 38s. 6d.; tea-sets, 12s. 6d. to 
26s.; aerodromes, 12s. 6d. to 
20s. 6d.; wooden toys, horses. 
tanks, dolls’ beds and lorries, up 
to 22s. 6d. We do not attempt 
to discuss here the efficiency of the 
British Price Control machinery, 
but we must express our pity for 
the children, who will suffer from 
the results of such high prices. 
Unless something is done -imme- 
fliately to bring the price of toys 
down io a more reasonable level,

Garden Allotments 


From time to time I have com- 
mented upon gardening and the 
considerable additions . that must 
have been made to the season’s 
vegetable crops through the opera- 
tions of amateur food producers. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
supplied me with some interesting 
figures about the operations of plot- 
holders. Their number has increased 
from 5,356 in 1939 to 35,684 in 1942, 
those operated by unemployed men 
showing an increase from 4,846 to 

The Department estimates the value 
of the produce of an allotment at 
anything from £11 to £14, depend- 
ing on local circumstances and the 
aptitude shown for the work by 
the plotholder. Obviously, however, 
nearly £400,000 worth of vegetables 
nas been produced during 1942 on 
the allotments, and robably as much 
has been produce in the back- 
gardens of those who have not found 
it necessary to rent plots. 

The unemployed are in the fortu- 
nate position of being supplied 
with free seeds, manure, spraying 
materials and working implements, 
while they pay only a nominal rent. 
Apparently no man who is willing 
to work need have a hungry family. 


Robeson—and Russia
